District Election Is Best 


Next Tuesday, San Francisco votes will decide the 
fate of district elections for the Board of Supervisors. 
JInitiatives to reinstate citywide elections have ap- 
peared in 1977, and now again, in 1980. Why,， in_the 
four years that San Francisco has faced some of its 
Imost critical Problems, has So much time and money 
been devoted to repeal district elections? 

了 roponents of the initiative to repeal district elec- 
tions contend that citywide elections will afford the 
clty a greater Sense of unlity， and will allow minority 
groups to elect representatives without being restricted 
to _ living in one district. They contend that city dis- 
tricts; as cuUrrently established, cut up the minority vote 


and make lt inefftective: 


Betftore aistrict elections were passed， five: Super- 

”Visors lived in exclusive St. Francis Woods, and SiX dis- 
tricts had no repiesentation at all. Citywide elections 
did not provide minorities with any Special voice. 

As Chinese Americans，we are _ concerned that oOUT 
communilty's problems be recognlzed by City Hall. As 
San Francliscans,， we would like to see the city SuUrViVe 
as aclean and safe place to live. We want representa- 


tives who care about us， 


and who know- what:our 


problems are. Business js a vital part of San Francisco， 
and business interests should be respected. However， 
nelghborhoods are also Important, and should not be 
outwelghed by wealthy downtown Interests. 

We believe that citywide elections will rob commu- 
nities of their political clout，and will create a board 
that is too concerned with getting the Support of 
wealthy Special-interest grIOups to remember the com-

Having access to the 
person in office is the most impor- 
tant _ factor，he claimed，and 
pointed out that before the district 
elections, not one Chinese Amerl-' 
can Or Latino was on the board. 
As much as he would like to see a 
Chinese American or a Latino on 
the board, he said he believes it ls 

“far more important that they be 


coOncerned.” 


Lew said he believes that Chi- 
nese Americans are “on the 


threshold of being a major voice in 
the city.”He claimed that the only 
way to realize this possibility is 
through district elections. In city- 
wide elections，he claimed, “once 
an incumbent，always an incum- 


With district elections，Lew 
claimed, voters have the option of 
expelling their supervisor from 
ofhce if the Supervisor doesn't re- 
spond to the district's needs.“Dis- 
trict elections are not the answer 
to everything，but until something 
better comes along，and that 
something is not citywide elec- 
tions， they are the best thing 
going.… 

REBUTIALS 

In the three-minute rebuttals al- 
lotted each debate participant， 
Lee contended that the Problem of 
accessibility and responsiveness is 


-not with the Board of Supervisors， 


but a problem rooted in bureauc- 
racy. He also claimed that citywide 
elections afforded Supervisors 
Imore “clout.” 

Lew countered saying that while 
citywide elections may afftord 


:SUpervisors more prestige，what is 


needed is an'interest in Service, 3 
catering to human needs.” 


Greenagel responded saying - 


that the':stress on accessibility had 
overlooked the problems con- 
fronting a supervisor aware of dis- 
trict problems，when he tries to 
convince the other ten Supervisors 
of the severity of the problem. 

Walker reiterated her belief that 
most important isSsues are citywide 
issues 一 childcare,，elderly，hous- 
ing，dirty streets 一 and that as 
such, they can be solved by a dis- 
trict=elected board. “One bird in 
the hand is worth two in the bush,” 
she quipped，saying that the main 
issue is _ accountability, and that 
only by district elections are voters 
assured a responsive Board of 
Supervisors. 

Proposition A will be decided in 
a Special election on August 19. A 
yes vote is for the repeal of district 
elections and the re-establishing of 
citywide elections in which the 
entire city votes for all 11 super- 
visors，A no vote is for the 
retention of the current district 
election System，which decrees 
that the residents in each district 
elect one Supervisor，who must re- 
side in that district. 间

After reading through the 
proposal, a vote was taken and the 
policy failed to pass in a 2-2 
deadlock. Conflicts arose between 
Louis Lee, the acting chairman of 
the meeting，and Civil Service 
Commissioner Darrell _ Salomon 
over the wording of the policy and 
the mentioning (by Salomon) of 
the name of a public official 
(Estrine) who had used a racial 
slur，

SACRAMENTO 一 The Senate 
Finance _ Committee with ， the 
Support of Covernor Brown，

Chacon (D-Coronado)，is derived 
from an oldq bilingual bill from last 
year and includes major points of 
another bilingual bill which was 
killed June 11 when it went over 
deadlines set by the Senate 下 du- 
cation Committee. 

Senator AL Rodda (D-Sacra- 
mento)，who had criticized earlier 
bilingual bills as placing too much 
emphasis on retaining the child s 
native language，Successfully 
requested that the bill clarify the 
purpose of the program as being 
getting _ foreign language Stu- 
dents to speak English as quickly 
as possible. Roddqa，in return， 
arranged for the original failed 
bill to _ come before the Finance 
Committee by obtaining，with the 
help of others, the approval of the 
Education Committee to allow the 
bill to bypass them. Without such 
aid, the bill would not have had a 
chance at passage this year. 

Robert Cervantes，_ adminis- 
,trator of the Office of Bilingual/ 
Bicultural 下 ducation in the state 
Department of Education，had 
been “borrowed” by Governor 
Brown last January to help arrive 
at a compromise between oppos- 
ing factions of bilingual educa- 


the passage of this bill. 

According to the bill，around 
one third of the state classrooms 
involved in the bilingual program 
would be able to establish exper- 
imental Programs to _ test new 
techniques of teaching English .

BALANCE 

Wong-and Jehu try to strike a 
balance in their displays between 
contemporary art and Asian art， 
although contemporary art out- 
numbers Asian works in their 
collection， The percentage of 
Asianartandcontemporary art sold 
fluctuates， but the Asian art 
market is growing. 

A new market for Asian art is 
developing，Wong，who directs 
the Asian art and antiquities 
collection，believes.“There are a 
lot of scholarly, older people inter- 
ested in Asian art，and there's a 
whole new Asian American clien- 
tele developing: young Asian 
Americans with more money，who 
want to buy them back. 

“Now Asian art prices are still 
low，but they will be rising. 
American art is some of the most 
expensive，because it's a leading 
power. Chinese art prices will also 
rise as China's power and status 
increase， Wong commented. 

The pieces from the gallery's 
Asian art and antiquities collec- 
tion come from private collec- 
tions in the Bay Area，New York， 
Hong Kong and Taiwan，，The 


collection focuses on 18th and 19th 


century pieces;， but contemporary 
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Asian artists are also included. 
Wong saidq they try to “concen- 
trate On certain forgotten Asian 
artists.” 

PERSONAEL 

Wong shows works from the 
Asian collection with a gracious 
and patient manner，as 计 sharing 
his own personal treasures.“Werre 
not haughty like many Asianart 
deajlers who disdain working with 
clients not familiar with the art, 
We willingly work with the less- 
informed clients,”he said，Much 
time and care goes into displaying 
the Work，and describing the 
artists”backgrotunds 
Often an interested client may 
spend an hour just looking at one 
scroll, Wong said， 

The Jehu Gallery，which was 
recently described as one of SE's 
top ten galleries in a New VWest 
Story, draws clients from through- 
out the West Coast, New York and 
了 urope，They have many :Sub-| 
stantial” corporate clients, and are 
often referred clients from other 
galleries. 

Both Wong and Jehu are 
obviously very proud of their 
gallery;，and are grateful for the 
help they get from friends for 
publicity mailings and preparing 
for new exhibits.“What makes a 


gajllery is the individual attention 、 


of its owners,”Jehu said，and it's 

evidentt that they devote much - 

time and care to their gallery. 
ENTHUSIASM 

The Ppleasure of directing a 
gallery are many,， Wong and Jehu 
Said, There is the constant Oppor- 
tunity to view new art, and the joy 
of “seeing art get into the hands of 
people who appreciate it,”Jehu 
said.“Weve done a lot of shows 
which excited the public， bnut 
didnt bring in any money, Our 
enthusiasm is unbent.” 

The Jehu Gallery is _ currently

SANEFRANCISCO 一 For three 
days the first weekend of this 
month，Asian/Pacific Americans 
wrestled with the issue of setting 
guidelines for research methods in 
A/P American communities。 玉

by Peter Park of the University of 
Massachusetts and sponsored by 
the National Institute of Mental 
Health. 

One central theme of the work- 


shop was that studies in a 
particular Asian American 
community need ”Participation 


and_ guidance from members of 
that community. Bok Lim Kim;a 
Korean American from San Diego 
State mentioned a study she 
published on the Asian American 
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community in Chicago. She com- 
mented that she will never again 
study the Chinese，Filipino and 
Japanese communities， because 
She just doesnt feel that she can 
get a_ true picture of these com- 
munities given her inability to 
converse in their native tongues. 

The implication: If it is so hard 
for an A/PAto do a study of that 
group;， what are the chances of a 
non-A/PA who lacks the linguistic 
and cultural sensitivity to do such 
astudy? 

INTERCHANGE 

Latu Eveline Eushimalohi .of 
Stanford University Pointed out 
that what applies 
Islanders in the Pacific does not 
apply to that cultural group here.

WASHINGTON 一 Senator 
Spark Matsunaga  (D-Hawaii) 
recently introduced legislation to 
examine the feasibility of bringing 
Sail-assisted technology into the 
surface transportation System of 
the Trust Territory of the Pacific 
Islands. 

The Trust Territory，which has 
more than 2,000 islands scattered
